“STUDENT QUESTIONS TOUGH” IS OPINION 
OF BRITISH OFFICIAL AFTER ASSEMBLY 


WILLIAM DALE GIVES TALK 
ON BRITISH COMMONWEALTH 


“England’s policy toward the commonwealth nations is to 
make them self-sufficient and self-governing, and not subject 
to home rule except in the most formal manner,” stated Mr.

“Recent Constitutional Develop-¢ 


ments in the British Common- 
wealth,” was Mr. Dale’s topic. 

The talk was the first in what 
master of ceremonies Mel Huden 
hoped would be a series of talks on 
foreign countries by personalities 
connected with those countries, 
Mr. Dale, who is a barrister-at- 
law, holding the London University 
degree of Bachelor of Laws, was in- 
troduced by Mr. Mel Huden. Mr. 
Huden also introduced Miss Kath- 
leen Graham, Information Consul of 
The British Information Services in 
San Francisco and Miss Foster who 
accompanied Mr. Dale. 


QUESTION PERIOD 


Students and faculty fired ques- 
tions at Mr. Dale when he finished 
discussing his topic, questions which 


Mr. Dale later described as “diffi- 


cult.” 
Mr. Dale defined “British Com- 


monwealth” as the new name for. 


the old theoretically non-existing 
British “Empire.” 

The British official said that 
Britain’s modern outlook toward 
the Commonwealth came as a re- 
sult of “that 1776 Business” with 
the 13 colonies of America. “When 
we lost the American colonies we 
lost a good deal of our empire,” 
Dale stated smilingly. 

“Since 1776,” Dale continued, “No 
English attempt to tax colonies has 
been made. Under the present sys- 
tem, each colony works out its own 
budget and elects its own govern- 
ing officials. 

“Each dominion, as the common- 
wealth countries are called, is au- 


__tonomous and is subject to the king 


only in a formal manner. Chief aim 
of Britain: is to make the common- 
wealth nations self-sufficient and 
self-governing,” he stated.

AIM FOR EDUCATION 


“England has spent great sums of 
money towards education in the 
more backward of the Common- 
wealth nations, such as Ceylon and 
Nigeria. Education allows more and 
more people to vote, and thus gov- 
ernment becomes more representa- 
tive.” 


Here, Mr. Dale threw the discus- 
sion open for questioning, and what 
followed proved interesting indeed. 


A few questions asked: 

Q. Why, when England is in 
such a poor financial condition, 
would she release a country like 
India from her fold when she 
could benefit from the tariffs col- 
lected there? In other words, how 
does India’s republic benefit Eng- 
land? 


A. One hopes, by friendly assist- 
ance, such as that which exists be- 
tween England America. 


Q. What is the connection be- 
tween Palestine and Britain? 


~ A. None whatsoever. Palestine be- 
came a mandate of Britain asa re- 
sult of League of Nations action 
after world war I. 
Q. Why has Britain given sup- 
plies to communist China while 
America sends aid to Nationalist 
China? 
A. England is not supplying com- 


munist China —she merely recog- 
nized the government there. 


Q. What were England’s reasons 
for recognizing communist China? 

A. Ahem. Well, her primary pur-.. 
pose was that of establishing diplo- 
matic relations with the government 
that rules China now, thereby bet- 
tering East-West relationships, and 
other reasons too.”

New 
York is closely followed by Wash- 
ington, Texas, and Illinois in that 
order.
